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Jerald  Stone , producer  and  musical  directo^  is  in  his  fourth  ye  ail 
at  Schreiber  High  School#  Mr#  Stone  is  currently  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  the  Performing  Arts.  He  has  previously  been  on  the 
staff  of  the  St#  Louis  Municipal  Opera,  the  Charlotte  Music  Theatre, 
and  Melodyland  in  Berkeley,  California  in  addi|ion  to  the  Lambert- 
ville  Music  Circus  where  this  summer  he  conducted  "The  Merry  Widow11 
starring  Patrice  Munsel  among  other  productions#  Mr#  Stone1 s credits 
include  over  sixty  professional  productions  with  such  stars  as 
Pearl  Bailey,  Ann  Blyth,  Leslie  Uggams  and  Van  Johnson#  In  addition^ 
he  was  on  the  music  staff  of  the  National  Company  of  "The  Boys  From 
Syracuse11  and  the  Broadway  production  of  "Here's  Love”  and  this 
season  was  choral  director  of  the  current  Off-Broadway  hit,  "Tom 
Paine#"  Mr.  Stone  is  currently  musical  director  of  the  new  Off- 
Broadway  musical  based  on  Chaucerfs  "Canterbury  Tales"  (Get  Thee 
To  Canterbury)  scheduled  to  open  in  New  York  City  in  December# 

Mr*  Stone  has  been  vocal  coach  and  musical  consultant  for  many 
reknowned  personalities  and  most  recently  prepared  Robert  Hooks  for 
his  musical  debut  on  Broadway  in  "Hallelujah,  Baby"  for  which  Hooks 
was  nominated  for  a Tony  Award  as  best  male  musical  star  on  Broad- 
way last  year#  In  a more  classical  vein,  Mr.  Stone  has  toured  for 
a number  of  seasons  for  Columbia  Artists1  Management  and  has  been 
associated  with  many  concert  artists  of  fame  and  distinction#  A 
graduate  in  music  from  the  University  of  Kansas,  he  has  been  a 
music  educator  in  the  school  systems  of  Illinois,  Michigan  and  New 
York#  He  is  listed  in  "Whofs  Who  in  American  Education." 
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Karen  Mathis#  book  director,  is  originally  from  Vermillion, 

South  Dakota#  Miss  Mathis  is  a graduate  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  where  she  received  the  Bachelor's  degree  in 
Speech  and  Theatre  and  a Masters1  degree  in  Speech  Education. 

While  at  the  University,  she  appeared  in  numerous  college 
and  community  theatre  productions,  including  leading  roles 
in  "The  Skin  of  Our  Teeth"  and  "The  Country  Wife"  at  the 
University  and  "Mother  Courage"  with  the  Madison  Theatre 
Guild.  Miss  Mathis  also  produced  and  directed  a musical 
review  for  a Madison  supper  club,  and  is  currently  directing 
a review  for  St.  Stephen's  Church  in  Port  Washington. 

In  addition  to  theatre.  Miss  Mathis'  major  interests  are 
skiing  and  sailing.  Future  plans  include  a winter  production 
of  "Antigone"  at  Schreiber  High  School. 

Stephan  deGhelder,  choreographer,  began  his  professional  career 
as  performer  and  choreographer  in  his  home  town  of  Kansas  City, 
Missouri.  There,  Mr.  deGhelder  danced  with  the  Kansas  City  Civic 
Ballet,  Kansas  City  Modern  Dance  Theatre,  choreographed  "Guys  and 
Dolls,"  "The  Fantasticks ,"  "Streets  of  New  York,"  and  "The  Boy- 
friend," and  served  as  a performer  and  assistant  choreographer 
at  the  Kansas  City  Circle  Theatre  for  three  seasons.  Since  coming 
to  New  York,  Mr.  deGhelder  has  performed  in  two  Off-Broadway 
productions  and  has  assisted^in. the  staging  of  twenty-five  pro- 
ductions in  summer  stock.  On  Broadway,  Mr.  deGhelder  danced  in 
' "Jlello  % Dolly"  and  recently  returned  from  a cross-country  tour 
playing  Stanley  in  the  Dorothy  Lamour  company  of  "Hello,  Dolly." 

He  is  at  present  rehearsing  a new  Broadway  musical  by  Schmidt  and 
Jones  entitled  "Celebration"  scheduled  for  opening  this  season. 
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(Eliza  Doolittle)  Erica  Sarzin,  a senior  in  high  school,  comes 
into  the  role  of  Eliza  with  a considerable  amount  of  experience 
for  a girl  her  age.  Her  first  theatrical  performance  was  in  a 
production  of  "Bye  Bye  Birdie"  in  junior  high  school.  Last 
Fall  Erica  appeared  in  the  lead  role  of  "Another  Autumn  Day" 
an  original  musical  presented  by  the  Port  Washington  Play  Troupe, 
Other  credits  include  "King  and  I"  and  the  lead  role  of  Cecily 
in  "Ernest  In  Love."  In  February,  Erica  will  appear  in  a pro- 
duction of  Menotti's  opera  "The  Medium"  in  Washington,  D.C. 
playing  the  lead  role  of  Monica,  In  December,  she  will  represent 
Nassau  County  at  the  All-State  chorus  in  Buffalo,  N , Y , Miss 
Sarzin  is  going  to  major  in  theatre  arts  in  college  with  the  goal 
of  becoming  a professional  actress.  Erica  is  an  active  member 
of  our  Varsity  Choir  and  is  studying  music  theory.  She  is  now 
in  her  third  year  of  voice  class  and  is  studying  voice  privately 
in  New  York  City.  She  was  the  recipient  of  an  A VI  rating  in 
voice  in  the  New  York  State  Competition  Festival  in  1968. 

(Eliza  Doolittle)  Lee  Dayton,  is  a senior  in  high  school.  Her 
first  theatrical  performance  was  the  Schreiber  production  of 
"Ernest  in  Love."  Lee  is  an  active  member  of  both  Varsity  Choir 
and  the  Voice  Class  and  is  studying  voice  privately  in  New  York 
City.  Lee  plans  to  enter  the  vocal  competition  festival  in  the 
Spring.  Her  future  plans  include  a major  in  Retail  Merchandising 
and  an  avocation  in  music. 

(Henry  Higgins)  Marc  Gibson's  experience  in  theatre  began  with 
the  role  of  the  Duke  of  Plazatora  in  Gilbert  and  Sullivan's 
"The  Gondoliers"  in  sixth  grade.  In  eighth  grade,  he  played 
KoKo  in  "The  Mikado."  In  his  junior  year,  Marc  played  the  lead 
role  of  Algernon  Moncrieff  in  "Ernest  In  Love"  at  Schreiber. 

Marc's  major  interest  is  oboe.  He  plays  first  chair  in  the 
Long  Island  Youth  Symphony  and  solo  oboe  in  the  Schreiber  band 
and  orchestra.  On  November  4,  Marc  was  soloist  in  a Jfoung 
Musicians'  Recital  sponsored  by  the  Great  Neck  Symphony  Society. 
Marc  also  plays  English  horn,  piano,  saxophone,  and  clarinet  and 
is  president  of  the  Schreiber  Varsity  Choir.  Marc  plans  to 
major  in  oboe  at  New  England  Conservatory  or  Eastman  next  year. 

His  ultimate  goal  is  to  become  a professional  oboeist. 

(Colonel  Pickering)  Jeff  Bartlett's  first  experience  on  stage  is 
not  his  first  with  a musical.
